Monterey auction action 


centers on the Ferraris 
Racer sold for $2.72 million 


Ferrari 250 P sold for $2,725,000 at the 

Monterey Sports and Racing Car Auction 
August 19, only five days after the death of 
Enzo Ferrari. The car—one of five sports 
prototype racers built in 1963 and said to be 
both John Surtees’ Sebring winner that year 
and the last remaining original 250 P—was 
sold by Harley Cluxton of Phoenix to Mark 
Smith, a Philadelphia classic car dealer. 

Of 15 Ferrari road cars that came up on 
the auction block, 10 sold for what most at 
the auction consider to be top prices, but 
five were unsold because bids failed to meet 
the reserves set by the cars’ owners. 
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Ferrari-mania wasn’t enough to meet reserve for 512 


Many dealers at the auction predicted ris- 
ing prices after Ferrari’s death, though opin- 
ions on which models would rise and how 
high varied (see story, page 22). Most expect 
12-cylinder cars to continue growing in price. 

Marvin Friedman, a Florida dealer, paid 
$340,000 for a °73 Daytona Coupe said to 
have only 3900 miles on it. ‘‘I wouldn’t have 
bought that Daytona for as much as I did”’ if 
Enzo Ferrari was still alive, he said. He ex- 
plained that he’d have paid $280,000 before 


bid to $350,000 at the auction. 

A ’72 Daytona Spyder got top 
price for road-going Ferraris at 
$725,000; a ’73 246 GTS fetched 
$111,000, high for a six-cylin- 
der car, say Ferrari price- 
watchers. 

A 512 Boxer was pulled off the 
block after bids failed to rise above $143,000, 
and two 275 GTS’s were likewise returned to 
their owners after reserve prices of $265,000 
and $300,000 respectively were not met. Of 
the dealers we spoke with, none said the re- 
serves on those cars were too high, though 
non-dealer price-watchers at the auction said 
the asking prices were ‘‘outrageous.”’

GM obtains court order 
to forbid sale of CERV-I 


Title to research car disputed 


CERV-I: Did someone say ‘clear title’? 


n expected centerpiece of this year’s 

Monterey Sports and Racing Car auction 
—the GM prototype CERV-I (Chevrolet 
Engineering Research Vehicle)—was with- 
drawn from the Aug. 19 event after Gen- 
eral Motors obtained a restraining order 
against the planned sale only hours before 
the evening auction. 

According to auction insiders, GM 
claimed it released its title to the car—an 
engineering test vehicle designed under 
then-Chevy chief engineer Zora Arkus-Dun- 
tov—under condition that it be used for dis- 
play and educational purposes only. 

A private sale at auction, the automaker 
contended, violates the terms under which it 
donated the car to one of the nation’s lead- 
ing auto museums 16 years ago. The argu- 
ment was sufficient to convince a Mon- 
terey-area judge to issue a restraining order 
preventing CERV-I's sale until the legal 
questions are resolved. 

Such prototypes are usually scrapped, but 
Duntov, known to enthusiasts as the fa- 
ther of the Corvette, saved the CERV-I (built 
in 1959) when management ordered it to the 
crusher in the late ‘60s. He reportedly hid it 
in his own garage until GM agreed to give the 
car to the Briggs Cunningham Museum in 
1972—at no charge, but presumably as a tax 
write-off for a charitable donation. 

An auction spokesman said GM is now 
claiming ownership of the car has reverted 
to the company. It was sold, with the rest of 
the Cunningham collection, to Miles Col- 
lier Jr. in late 1986. Collier—who origi- 
nally said he would retain the collection in- 
tact and display it at a new museum in 
Florida—subsequently sold the CERV-I to 
current owner Steve Hendrickson. Collier 
has also sold other cars from the collection. 

According to insiders, the CERV-I was 
valued at $30,000 as part of the Cun- 
ningham-Collier deal and at $300,000 when 
sold to Hendrickson. Car traders, typically 
optimistic in their pricing estimates, sug- 
gested that CERV-I might have sold for as 
much as $3 million at the auction. 

But on the afternoon of Aug. 19 GM ob- 
tained the restraining order preventing the 
sale—the auction opened at 6 p.m. No offi- 
cial GM comment was available when Auto- 
Week went to press—watch for further cov- 
erage as the case develops. @ 


VW makes a run for the border 


Volkswagen de Mexico to build some Golfs for U.S. 


fter 10 years of produc- 

tion, Volkswagen 
closed the doors of its only 
U.S. assembly plant. By 
early next year, however, 
VW will begin sourcing 
some of its U.S.-bound 
Golfs from Mexico. 

Volkswagen de Mexico 
has begun building test 
models of the Golf at its 
Puebla, Mexico, plant, but 
it is still unclear just how 
many cars will be exported 
to the U.S. A decision is 
expected sometime next month. 

One concern for VW de Mexico officials 
is that buyers might have a poor opinion 
of a VW built in Mexico. According to Die- 
trich Aufenacker, a member of VW de 
Mexico's executive board, that concefm is 
unfounded. ‘‘In the last four years we have 
constantly improved our quality,’’ he said. 
‘That's the basic reason we were given this 
project. If we hadn't reached international 
or German standards, we would never have 
received approval to export. Our quality in 
Mexico is as good as at all the (VW) plants 
in the world.'’ Aufenacker concluded by 


Judge takes Audi to the 
wall in Chicago lawsuit 


Claims proposed settlement 
detrimental to Audi owners 


ook County Circuit Judge Thomas Ra- 

kowski has vacated a ruling that would 
have settled a class action lawsuit against 
Audi, saying that the proposed settlement 
contained ‘‘ambiguities’’ that were detri- 
mental to Audi owners who could not or 
would not buy another Audi. 

Originally the plaintiffs charged that 
Audi automobiles have lost resale value 
because of allegations of unintended accel- 
eration, but they could not prove that a 
defect existed. The plaintiff's lawyers be- 
came concerned that, because no defect 
could be found, litigation could continue 
indefinitely with little or no money to 
cover the car’s falling resale value. Under 
the proposed settlement, non-transferrable 
cash settlements ranging from $300 to 
$2,000 were offered to the 345,000 people 
who bought an Audi 5000 between 1978 
and 1986. The payments, however, were 
good only if the owners used them for the 
purchase of a new Audi. 

According to Judge Rakowski, the set-

Aufenacker did say, however, that he had 
expected to hear reservations about the ex- 
port plan from U.S. dealers on a recent 
visit but was pleasantly surprised at their 
reaction. ‘‘I found an open mind about 
Mexican products. As a dealer told me, 
‘Today we don't know where cars come 
from.’ We think that the customer is more 
interested in quality and the company's phi-

ima came in and redesigned the car for 
*89, making it the largest sedan Nissan has 
ever built for the U.S. Boxy lines have 
been replaced by a sleeker, elongated sil- 
houette.

Porsche 944 Cabrio and 911 
Speedster production ready 


Poss has released official photos of the 
its 911 Speedster and 944 Cabrio for ’89. 

The Speedster was introduced at the 1988 
Frankfurt Auto Show to mixed reviews. 
Some felt that it missed the point of the 
original Speedster—affordable fun, while 
others took exception to the car’s hump- 
backed rear styling. None, however, 
doubted Porsche’s ability to sell every one 
that it builds. 


On the more affordable side of the ledger 
is the 944 Cabrio. Built with the help of 
American firm ASC—which will provide 
the components, tooling and assembly in 
Germany to convert a 944§S into a 944S Ca- 
brio—the drop-top 944 will round out the 
944 line and pave the way for the rumored 
928 Cabrio. No word on prices yet. @ 
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Also included in the restyle is Nissan’s 
improved Sonar Suspension II which auto- 
matically adjusts all four shocks to road 
conditions and driving style. The system 
incorporates a device under the bumper 
that “‘reads’’ road surfaces. Coupled with 
input from the speedometer, a steering 
wheel angle sensor and brake switch, the 
control unit matches shock valving to tar- 
mac conditions. ABS is available on the 
SE only, and is linked to a pair of rear 
suspension deflection sensors that help 
provide more stopping power at each tire 
under varying conditions. 

Also available (on the GXE) is a head- 
up display that Nissan calls ‘‘intelligent 
technology, not just gadgets for the sake 
of gadgetry.’ Nissan claims that this is 
the first mass-production application of 
this technology for automobiles. The dis- 
play is also available on the 240SX. @ 


Ford forced to delay 


all-alloy modular motor 
Project delayed until 1993 


ans of high-performance engines may 

want to turn the page. 

According to the trade publication Meral- 
working News, Ford has postponed plans to 
build a lightweight, all-aluminum version of 
its upcoming modular 4.6-liter V8. Produc- 
tion of the iron block version of the engine, 
scheduled for late 1990, is on track, but 
the aluminum version has been delayed 
until the 1993 model year. This puts the 
engine six to 12 months behind schedule. 

The new engine is the first in a range of 
modular engines that share basic design ar- 
chitecture. This way, engines of different 
displacements and with more or fewer pis- 
tons can be built in the same factory and 
machined on the same assembly lines. Al- 
ready Ford is known to be far along in the 
design of a 2.3-liter inline four-cylinder 
canted at 45 degrees—in essence, half the 
4.6-liter V8. This engine is said to produce 
150 horsepower in four-valve form. 

However, the dohc 32-valve aluminum 
V8—which is said to produce 330 horse- 
power or 105 more than the sohc iron block 
motor—is being delayed so that Ford can be 
certain of completing the first phase of the 
project on time. The company wants to be 
sure that it has enough design, engineering, 
and production time behind the new engine 
to fill the production pipeline. Sources say 
that the engine will first appear late in 1990 
in the T-Bird/Cougar and Mark VII. Come 
1991, the Lincoln Town Car, Grand Mar- 
quis/Crown Victoria, Mustang, and Aero- 
star will be fitted with the engine. @

Mystique of Ferrari the car 
began with Ferrari the man 


this month for the Grand Prix knew that 

the Old Man was close to the end. All 
weekend Ferrari people said to expect the 
bad news, but still it was somehow difficult 
to believe them. 

He had been ill so many times, then 
recovered, gone back to his desk. 

Had he not, only recently, been too 
sick to attend the Pope’s Maranello visit, 
then rallied, albeit it only briefly? 

Now, finally, the news is confirmed, 
the rumors fact. 

Enzo Ferrari died the evening of Au- 
gust 14, and while it may be trite, it is 
also true that an era ushers away with 
him. He was the first, and also the last, 
of the great autocrats of motor racing. 

Red cars will continue to be built in 
the little town near Modena, but other 
hands, perhaps susceptible to influences 
beyond a pure love of racing cars, will 
be in control. 

For that Ferrari undoubtedly had. 
Thirty and 40 years ago he began pro- 
ducing road cars, disliking intensely that 
the majority were ordered by rich dilet- 
tantes, people attracted by the kudos of 
the name, probably incapable of driving 
a Ferrari properly. There was no Fiat 
money there in those days, and the road 
Cars were seen as an evil necessary to 
pay for the racing program. It was an 
attitude that persisted to the end of the 
Old Man’s life. 

My heart has always beat a little faster 
for Ferraris, and there is no distinction in 
that. Captivation by them is almost irre- 
sistible. All that charisma, magic, call it 
what you will, has plundered the emo- 
tions of racing fans as no other cars ever 
have, or ever will. Paint a race car red, 
and already you are halfway there. But the 
rest is less easy to pin down, a hodgepodge 
of remembered sights and sounds; black on 
yellow Prancing Horse shields on the cock- 
pits of Ascari, Hawthorn, Lauda, Berger; 
exposed gear lever gates, ‘‘PROVA MO”’ 
stencil marks. 

And the mystique, of course, began with 
the enigma from whom the cars took their 
name. A man of contradictions, on occasion 
chillingly ruthless, yet capable of surprising 
sentimentality. 

When Chris Amon opened the mail on his 
40th birthday, there was a card in the famil- 


T": of us who were in Hungary earlier 
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iar violet ink. Yet when Jean Behra lost his 
life in 1959, mere days after parting com- 
pany acrimoniously with Ferrari, there was 
not so much as a wreath from Maranello at 
his funeral.

Ferrari appropriately called his autobiog- 
raphy Le Mie Gioie Terribili. My Terrible 
Joys. He chose it, he said, to illustrate the 
conflict he felt in constructing these exqui- 
site machines in which young men often 
won, sometimes died. 

In old age perhaps he softened. Through 
more than 60 years he was truly close to 
only a handful of his drivers—Nuvolari, 
Ascari, Collins, von Trips, Villeneuve. ‘‘He 
was an aggressive champion,”’ he said after 
Gilles’s death in 1982, ‘‘who gave and 
added much renown to the name of Ferrari. 
I loved him.”’ 

But when Didier Pironi crashed so disas- 
trously later the same year, his reaction on 
hearing the news was ‘‘Addio Mondiale.”’ 
Goodbye, World Championship. 

The truth of it was that the cars came 
first. Without question, in times past, the 


best equipment was allocated to different 
drivers at different times. Ferrari liked as 
many people as possible to win in his cars: 
first, it encouraged rivalry among them; 
second, more importantly, it fostered the 
impression it was the car that won, that the 
driver was a lesser factor in success. 

Ferrari's son Dino died young, in 1956, 
and there are many who suggest that Enzo 
never emerged from the shadow of his grief. 
After Dino*’s death he rarely saw his cars 
race again: In the autumn of 1957 he at- 
tended the Modena Grand Prix, not because 
it was close at hand, but as it marked the 
debut of the V6 engine on which his son had 
worked and which was named for him. 

Competition among Ferrari drivers 
was always actively encouraged. The Jn- 
gegnere—he hated being called Com- 
mendatore—especially relished chargers 
in the red cars, those who took abnormal 
risks. Recrimination was always on the 
cards for a man who settled for a safe 
second, never for one who had destroyed 
a car while trying to be first. 

Ferrari’s love of his cars was an ab- 
stract thing. For the actual machinery 
there was no sentiment whatever. Mil- 
lionaires across the world may devote 
themselves to collecting Ferraris, but the 
Old Man hadn't a sliver of interest in 
what he saw as museum pieces. The fu- 
ture was the thing, and the cars were 
routinely broken up once their useful 
purpose had been served. The classic 
shark-nose cars dominated the 1961 sea- 
son, for example, but not a single exam- 
ple survives. 

At any given time, however, his pas- 
sion for the current cars was the major 
force in his life. 

Maybe he long ago gave up going to 
the races, but for hours he would sit in 
that farmhouse at Fiorano, watching and 
listening as Regazzoni or Tambay or Al- 
boreto pounded round. There were those 
Ferrari drivers, indeed, who irreverently 
suggested that this, rather than its efficacy 
as a test track, was the true function of 
Fiorano ... 

Still, the lure of Ferrari was always very 
real. 

“‘When I first went there,’’ Stefan Jo- 
hansson said, ‘‘and saw Mr. Ferrari, | was 
as nervous as if I’d been meeting royalty. 
Even if I don’t get the drive, I thought, at 
least one of my dreams has been fulfilled.*’ 

He had that effect on people, this im- 
maculately dressed old man with the ever- 
present sunglasses. At Ferrari press confer- 
ences, we always felt like schoolboys again, 
waiting for Morning Assembly, and it sad- 
dens me deeply to realize we shall not 
do it again. Racing people across the world 
will be feeling as I do, now; that the last of 
their gods is gone. &

These 
are the dreamers who held to the dream, the

I suppose there are all sorts of people who 
own Ferraris these days; the car has become 
for many just another symbol of wealth. 
And it has always taken wealth to drive one;

Those were the days of the 
Targa Florio, the Mille Miglia, the Mexican

Road Race, when the factory would field a 
few cars and privateers would often out- 
number them. The GTOs dominated their 
class in SCCA racing, for instance, and vir- 
tually every original GTO has a documented 
racing history. 

That’s why there is, among certain Fer- 
rari cognoscenti, a kind of contempt for 
those with too much money, the ones who 
buy the new Ferraris just to be seen in them. 
Who races a 288 GTO? Who will race the 
F40? There may be a few, raced by people 
with more money than most small principa- 
lities, but would you care to bet against 
most of these cars being bought by boule- 
vard cruisers? 

Or, even worse, being bought to be 
stored? 

That’s the paradox facing Ferrari owners 
today. Like it or not, their cars have become 


investments, worth ridiculous amounts of 
money. And no matter what your intentions 
when you bought it years ago, when its 
price only put you on the road to the poor- 
house, can you really go out and stand on it, 
knowing you're risking a genuine fortune? 

Well, some people can. 

Take Bob Bodin. Here he is in a pristine 
GTO, roaring down the back straight at 
Road America... 

...when the left rear spokes let go. 

Yep. The wheel is history, the hub a snarl 
of bent spoke stubs. And when the wheel 
goes skipping off down the track on its own, 
it does a pretty good number on the left 
rear fender, you may be sure. And Bob? 
Well, he pounds the fender back out of 
the way, fits another wheel, and takes to 
the track again. That’s what the car is 
for, you see; if this is art, then its truest 
expression is its function. These are not 
abstract sculptures, these are cars! Won- 
derful cars! 

But not because they’ll fetch a million 
bucks apiece. 

If you want dreamers, talk to Tony 
Singer. From the first time he saw 
Grand Prix over 25 years ago, he’s 
wanted one of those lovely little V6s— 
what were they, Formula Twos?—used 
in the filming. Years and years later, he 
found one—sitting in somebody’s den. 

It took more years to be sure the car 
was correct and original, not some hack 
job movie prop; and now here he is at 
Road America, a track he’s never driven, 
firing up a car he’s never driven; in fact, 
Tony Singer has never driven an open- 
wheeled race car before, let alone this car, 
the car of his longtime dream. And it 
starts, oh my yes, and he’s out there on 
the endless black ribbon, road rolling 
under those skinny black tires, suspension 
working properly up there, you can see it, 
V6 snarling its raspy tune behind, the mild 
sun high in a perfect sky, the people wav- 
ing, the people who understand. Tony 
Singer is a happy man. 

How can you put a price on the dream? 
These people are, above all, historians; 
many remember the cars from long ago, 
yearned for them then, longed for a place in 
motoring history with Fangio, Moss and 
Ascari. And for these fortunate few the 
dream can become reality, if only for a very 
brief moment; and for the truest of the true 
believers, if it can come true, it must! What- 
ever it takes is what it will take, for this is 
love—what love can do, said the Bard, that 
dares love attempt. 

I think these people would spend their 
last dimes in this pursuit, saving just enough 
for a tank of racing fuel; and if somebody 
said, *‘But you can’t drive it now! It’s 
worth too much!"’ they’d laugh as they let 
out the clutch. They know about worth. 
Cost is only an inconvenience. 

These are the Ferrari faithful.

The fatalities and injuries that result from 
traffic accidents in which the teen driver is 
“‘at fault’’ are caused by factors which are 
skills, behaviorally, and/or attitudinally 
based and unique to each teen driver and 
situation. Certain universals regarding a 
driving curriculum meeting the needs of the 
teen driver can be generalized, however. 

The first priority in a driving program 
must be to provide a skills base against 
which the teen may draw if he/she gets into 
trouble, an instinctive and correct response 
for a crisis situation. Secondly, the teen 
must learn the limitations created by the car, 
the conditions (including traffic), and per- 
haps more importantly, his/her limitations. 
(Most teen drivers perceive their abilities to 
be limitless!) Ultimately, we believe that the 
teens’ attitudes can be shaped regarding the 
car and its appropriate and responsible use. 

I would agree with Frank Kenel about 
placing too much faith in ‘‘conventional’’ 
drivers ed courses. I would at the same 
time criticize the DeKalb study, not for its 
conclusions, but for not taking the conclu- 
sions far enough. If all kids were having 
difficulty learning to read, we would proba- 
bly determine that our curriculum and 
teaching methods might be in need of a 
change. I doubt that we would decide that 
all kids just can’t learn to read, and give up

PROBE-ING 
THE MX- 


Wherein Ford and Mazda produce sheetmetal proof 
that a shared platform need not cause clone-car syndrome 


By Kevin A. Wilson 


rom the driver's seat, if you 
didn’t know better, you’d never 
guess the Mazda MX-6 and Ford 
Probe were built in the same fac- 
tory from the same pieces. 

But we do know better, and that makes 
the differences all the more astonishing. In 
an era of joint ventures and shared compon- 
entry, this is encouraging news for contin- 
ued variety in the car market. The Probe and 
MX-6, built in a Mazda factory in Flat 
Rock, Mich., demonstrate that today’s engi- 
neers can start with the same basic pieces 


yet confound the clone syndrome that has 
afflicted shared-platform cars of the past. 

To explore the design and engineering 
choices made by the two companies, we 
sampled one of each enthusiast-oriented GT 
model, accumulated serious over-the-road 
mileage and then took them for a day to the 
Waterford Hills road course near Detroit. 

But this was no conventional fastest-lap- 
wins track test ... we simply used the track 
and pro race driver Tim Evans to simulate 
quick road driving and exaggerate the han- 
dling differences to make sure that our street 
driving impressions were accurate. For 
more on the track activity, see the accom- 
panying story on page 20. 

Our experience confirms what we were 
told by Mazda and Ford insiders about the 
cars .,. that despite a lot of cross-talk, both 
companies chose to stick with their own 


perceptions of how their cars should look, 
feel and handle. In a nutshell, Mazda de- 
signed a sportier two-door model of their 
acclaimed 626 sedan, while Ford's team de- 
veloped a car that was, at the time, intended 
to replace the Mustang. We know now that 
Probe (nee Mustang IV) didn’t replace Mus- 
tang, but supplements it, appealing to the 
same crowd that favors Toyota Celicas and 
Honda Preludes, but its American flavor 
shows through. The Mazda feels and be- 
haves more like the luxury versions of the 
Celica, Prelude and Acura Integra. 

Call the MX-6 a sports tour- 
ing car and the Ford a pony car/ 
sports coupe and you've pretty 
much characterized the differ- 
ences in not only the way they 
act on the road, but also their 
exterior and interior styling. 

“‘T can picture going to the 
grocery store in (the MX-6),” 
said Evans, noting that it felt 
like a nimble sedan. ‘‘The 
Probe ... gives you more of a 
racy feel, where you'd like to 
take it to a country road some- 
place and drive it.”’ 

How is that difference possible? 

Start with the chassis, the 626 sedan’s but 
with a 2.5 inch shorter wheelbase. Use the 
626’s front strut and rear multilink indepen- 
dent suspensions and its drivetrain choices 
of 110 hp base or 145 hp turbo engines. 
Also carry over the 626’s variable assist 
steering (engine speed sensitive on lower 
models, electronically controlled and road- 
speed sensitive on GTs) and, on the GTs, 
adjustable shock absorbers. 

Working from that rigid platform (estab- 
lished before Ford had much input), the 
Mazda engineers went for a sportier feel but 
without giving up much comfort, but Ford 
zeroed in on charactenstics typical of De- 
troit pony cars: Stiff antiroll bars and 
springs, fat grippy rubber, an emphasis on 
look-at-me styling and low-to-the-ground 
seating and feel. That it was fwd and had an 


_matically in hard cor- 


independent rear suspen- 
sion meant the Probe was 
never going to feel like 
the Mustang, but those 
seat-of-the-pants and styl- 
ing ‘‘cues’’ traditional to 
the pony car segment 
were carried over. 

The emphases are evi- 
dent to the eye, the 
Mazda’s taller greenhouse 
and seat mounts giving it 
an airy, high-visibility 
driving position and mak- 
ing it 1.7 inches taller. 
The MX-6 leans over dra- 


nering and the driver, ri- 
ding tall-in-the-saddle, 
perceives roll more than in the Probe's 
lower seat. 

Inside, Mazda went for a clean, almost 
European attention to ergonomics and com- 
fort while Ford went for gimmicks that have 
become cliches in the Japanese sports coupe 
segment. Some of these work—like the 
dashboard extensions onto the door panels 
and the instrument pod that ‘‘travels’’ with 
the tilting steering column—but some don't, 
like the out-of-sight, out-of-mind electronic 
condition monitor over the rear view mirror 
or some of the different-for-the-sake-of- 
being-different switches. 

But it’s suspension tuning that makes a 
marked difference in how the cars feel and 
how they respond to the driver. Mazda's 
springs and antiroll bars are softer, but its 
shock valving and suspension mounting 
bushes are stiffer. The ride is more comfort- 
able than the Probe’s, except when the ad- 
justable shocks are at their firmest settings 
and the road is rough, when it gets jouncy. 

The variations in Ford's softer adjustable 
shock valving is harder to perceive—we 
even found ourselves, without noticing, 
driving in full soft mode on the smooth, 
recently resurfaced race track. Overall, our 
Probe felt like (and was) the heftier twin, 
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requiring slightly more effort to operate the 
steering, throttle and brakes, in part a con- 
sequence of its stickier, square-shoulder 
tires, in part a matter of leverage and the 
vastly different seating positions in the cars. 

A more subtle suspension difference is 
that Ford sets the base rear toe-in differently 
than Mazda. The suspension was designed 
to accommodate the 626’s four-wheel-steer 
option, and Mazda opts for a setup that 
allows some ‘‘passive’’ rear steer action— 
like on the RX-7, but less dramatic. Ford 
tuning allows less of this rear-steer activity. 
(One rumored change on the Mazda for "89 
is the addition of the 4ws option previously 
confined to the 626). 

The Probe’s roll stiffness exaggerates the 
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Differences 
between Probe

difference, as it means less roll-induced sus- 
pension travel. However, the stiffness also 
makes the Probe more easily upset in bumpy 
real-world corners—a Mustang-like trait, but 
far less severe a problem than it is for the 
lively live-axle original. On both street and 
track, the Ford responds best when driven 
smoothly and precisely, just as you'd expect 
when told that Ford consultant Jackie Stewart 
had a say in the suspension tuning. 

The Mazda is more reluctant to turn into a 
bend and takes longer (stiffer shock resis- 
tance) to lean over and settle into a stable 
attitude, but after that it can be hustled 
through long sweepers by playing the throt- 
tle to induce oversteer and balance the plow 
—something difficult to do with the Probe. 


One consequence of the MX-6’s stiffer 
shocks is crisp right-left-right transitions as 
in a short ess bend. The Ford's springs and 
antiroll bars make for good transitions, but 
its softer shocks let the car assume its full 
amount of roll almost immediately on turn- 
ing the wheel—good for turn-in, less so for 
quick transitions, which are a touch slower 
than the Mazda’s. Something for auto- 
crossers to consider, we'd think. 

Roll stiffness pays off for the Ford again 
in torque steer, at least as sensed in your 
fingers. The latest thinking on torque steer 
is that the engineer’s task is not only to keep 
the halfshafts near equal length (or to mimic 
that effect by putting a joint in the longer 
shaft) but also to minimize the difference in

the angle at which the shafts run in a comer. 
Again, less roll-induced suspension travel 
makes for less variation in halfshaft angle. 

The penalty for the stiffer springs and roll 
control is a numbness, a less-crisp action, in 
the Ford's steering, a consequence of the 
softer bushings that isolate the stiffer sus- 
pension from the cabin. 

The Ford's Eagle Gatorbacks and the 
MX-6’s all-weather Eagle GT+4s also 
heighten the differences and are really well- 
suited to the suspension tuning. The square- 
shouldered Probe tires would likely be 
canted over on their outer edges at MX-6 
roll angles. We did note, though, that after 


we abused the tires on the race track the 
Probe’s nose was prone to wander on damp 
pavement while the Mazda was still tracking 
well in a serious rainstorm. 

Were we planning to race or autocross, 
we'd consider also the Probe’s extra 130 Ibs 
in base trim. Our sample Probe was also 
more heavily optioned than our MX-6, so 
the weight penalty was another 35 lbs. or 
so. The Mazda felt just a touch more re- 
sponsive to the throttle coming off a turn, 
but running the cars nose-to-tail on the track 
showed no significant advantage to either 
car on acceleration, perhaps because the 


Tracking down the story 


Handling extremes evaluated with Evans 


ur track test of the Probe and MX-6 

was meant to magnify handling differ- 
ences between them, nor to establish 
which car would lap fastest, which tells 
you little about real-world driving. 

We used Waterford Hills, a snaking 
1.6-mile course northwest of Detroit that 
puts a premium on handling, and left our 
stop watches at home. To make sure the 
handling differences we discerned were 
those of the cars and not induced by our 
drivers, we brought along Tim Evans, a 
pro racer who knows this track well. He 
raced there as an amateur and frequently 
has instructed driving schools there since. 

Evans's history includes a 19 percent 
career race-win average and titles in the 
1979 Can Am Two-Liter class and the 
1986 Escort Endurance series in SSA. 
That was in a Dodge Shelby Charger and 
his current rides include a fwd Shelby 
Daytona in IMSA GTU events, so fwd 
is no stranger to him as it is to many 
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racers. Evans also runs a 
Dodge pickup in the 
SCCA Racetruck series 
and a Firebird in some 
Firehawk races. He was 
familiar with the Probe, 
having driven many laps 
of the Detroit Grand Prix 
course in one this June; as 
for previous Detroit GPs, 
Evans was the driver for 
the Fl circuit’s Dr. Sid- 
ney Watkins, chasing the 
88 FI field through the 
first race lap. 

Driving impressions in 
our main story are either Evans’ or heavily 
influenced by his guidance. Our drivers 
found it easier to keep the professional in 
sight on the race track when he was in the 
MX-6 and we followed in the Probe, but it 
was fascinating to watch Evans vary his 
technique to suit each car’s traits. 


Probe had a slight edge on speed in mid- 
bend thanks to its tires. 

So that’s what the engineers did, and how 
it works out. Which would we choose? It 
depends on whether we wanted to drive 
long distances in comfort (Mazda) or terror- 
ize our neighborhood twisty roads (Probe). 
Driven quickly on smooth roads, the Probe 
is easiest and most fun to drive. The Mazda 
is more practical in terms of around-town 
and commuting utility, its suspension soak- 
ing up pothole and expansion joint distur- 
bances more readily, its more upright pos- 
ture translating into easier access to both 
front and rear seats. At absolute limits, 
though its cornering looked more dramatic 
from outside, the Mazda also seemed more 
forgiving—it slid through the corners more, 
but it was also easier to recover when com- 
pletely out of shape. 

Certainly, neither car is boring: both 
turbo cars hit 60 mph in about 7.5 seconds, 
and the MX-6 can be just as rewarding as 
the Probe in the quick 90-degree turns en- 
countered in urban settings. 

If sports touring is your game, driving to 
get somewhere and enjoying yourself along 
the way, the Mazda has an edge, particu- 
larly over long distances. If recreational 
blasts to nowhere in particular contribute 
greatly to your annual odometer mileage, 
get in line for the Probe. If you're consid- 
ering either car, we'd advise test driving 
both. The differences will be evident imme- 
diately, just as the engineers intended. @

A FIAT ACCOMPLI 


At first an enemy, then a savior, the giant Italian automaker 
will take control of the house that Ferrari built 


hen the passionate, 

demanding, brilliant 

carmaker Enzo Fer- 

rari died Aug. 14 in 

Maranello, Italy, at 
the age of 90, he left behind more than 
a company. He left behind a name 
known worldwide, a name known by 
old men on park benches, suburban 
golfers at the ladies’ tees, small girls 
giggling on the merry-go-round and 
teenage boys spray-painting graffiti on 
stucco walls. Ask them. They know 
that Ferrari means fast, beautiful, red, 
expensive and ‘‘cool.”’ 

What becomes of that name—and the 
cars, both racing and road-going—now 
that the Old Man is gone? One man 
bearing the same name, Piero Lardi Fer- 
rari, acknowledged since 1978 as Fer- 
rari’s illegitimate son, remains part 
owner. And Pininfarina, Ferrari designer 
of record, has a token stake. But giant 
automaker Fiat, 50 percent owner of 
Ferarri since 1969, has first right of re- 
fusal on the remaining shares. And re- 
fusal is not in the cards. 

“Nothing is going to happen imme- 
diately,’’ said a spokesman for Fiat upon the announcement of 
Enzo Ferrari’s death. ‘‘But ultimately, whether it is next month or 
next year, Fiat will have a 90 percent share.”’ 

And indeed, on Aug. 17, two days after Ferrari’s burial in San 
Cataldo outside Modena, Fiat announced it would exercise its op- 
tion on the remaining 40 percent of Ferrari SpA. Procedural and 
financial arrangements will be settled in a meeting next month 
between the Ferrari family and Fiat officials. 

Some say Ferrari’s death will not cause great changes. ‘“The 
work will go on exactly as before,’’ said Emilio Anchisi, presi- 
dent of Ferrari North America. ‘‘(Ferrari) made it abundantly clear 
how he wanted the company to be run— 
and we will do as he wished.”’ 

Changes that do occur, say some ob- 
servers, will be more visible in the racing 
side of the company, the side Ferrari

closely controlled until his final illness. 
Day-to-day management of the produc- 
tion car side had already been ceded to 
Fiat, although Ferrari made his feelings 
known there, too: Ferrari’s fierce op- 
position is believed to be the main rea- 
son for the decision two years ago not 
to produce a four-door Ferrari. 

And that ability to control existed 
because Ferrari the company, and Fer- 
rari the name that illuminates the fanta- 
sies of a world on wheels, derive solely 
from Ferrari the man, a man who re- 
tained his powerful presence almost 
until the end. Despite his increasing 
frailness, he frequently rallied at public 
appearances, exhibiting the wit and 
perspicacity for which he was known. 

And at one such appearance in Octo- 
ber of 1987 he exhibited a warmth and 
tenderness for which he was not gen- 
erally known. The occasion was a cel- 
ebration of the 40th anniversary of Fer- 
rari. Assembled from many nations were 
former team drivers who had raced for 
him over the years. ‘*The Old Man has 
mellowed,’’ more than one driver, genu- 
inely touched, remarked. 

In July of that year the Old Man had been a cornerstone of 
the ceremonies announcing the F40, the 203-mph limited-edi- 
tion road coupe-cum-race car. The $260,000 F40, due to arrive 
in the U.S in September (the first of only 200 allotted to the 
American market) will now, as the last Ferrari car introduced by 
Ferrari himself, be of unique historical interest to collectors. 

Ferrari celebrated his last birthday in February 1988 at a lun- 
cheon with 1750 of his employees. A few weeks before that 
he had lunched with 14 invited journalists and willingly answered 
their questions. Ferrari had always been good at press confer- 
ences, and indeed, early on in his career he had followed a child- 
hood ambition and turned his own hand to 
acts of sports journalism. Later he wrote 
—on his own—a series of books in an 
on-going autobiography, the last of which 
was introduced at the luncheon. 


For many years Ferrari maintained a mu- 
tual love-hate affair with, particularly, the 
Italian press. Quentin Spurring, reporting 
for AutoWeek on the pre-birthday luncheon 
wrote: *‘He showed us that his mind re- 
mains sharp. He can still hold his audience, 
amuse it, tease it; anger it even.”’ 

At the luncheon, his eyes shielded by the 
dark glasses he always wore in recent 
months, Ferrari talked about his drivers. He 
related how he had spotted the young Aus- 
trian Gerhard Berger ‘‘doing good things 
with uncompetitive cars’’ on television. 
(Ferrari stopped going to races in person 
more than three decades ago.) **The thing | 
liked about him above all was his desire to 
win,’’ Ferrari said, and likened that desire 
| to his own when he was a racing diver. ‘*He 
is exactly like I used to be,’ Ferrari told the 
assembled journalists. “‘When I raced, it 
was to win a trophy. Nothing less." 

However, many years earlier Ferrari had 
portrayed his brief racing career (primarily 
for Alfa Romeo) in terms contradictory to 
this later characterization. He had said then 
of his own driving: ‘I had one big fault: I 
drove always with consideration for the 
car, whereas to be successful, one must on 
occasion be prepared to ill-treat it.”’ 

Ferrari was also asked at the luncheon, 
which was to be his last press conference, to 
respond to names of various drivers. He 
said of Nigel Mansell: **Who? Oh, yes. He 
has courage, but he is a man our team has 
forgotten."’ 

But, apparently after a memory jog, the 
Ferrari team signed Mansell this June Sth 
for a rumored record amount to replace 
Michele Alboreto as Berger's teammate on 
the 1989 team. In an interview following

the British Grand Prix July 10, Mansell had 
said that he would be meeting Mr. Ferrari 
**soon.*’ Twice Mansell made arrangements 
to go to Maranello, but each time the Old 
Man's illness thwarted the meeting. 

The seriousness of Ferrari’s decline in 
health was dramatized in June when Pope 
John Paul II traveled to Modena for a 


planned visit with him. Though the Pope 
was seen on international television riding 
(standing up) in an open Ferrari and bless- 
ing the Ferrari Grand Prix cars, Enzo Ferrari 
was too ill to receive him 

With that news, the automotive world

Will anticipated rise in Ferrari prices take occur? 


errari prices. A sad subject for those who 

regret that many of the Old Man’s mas- 
terpieces are already too valuable to be used 
for their intended purpose: to be driven 
well, and hard. But the question now is, 
will Enzo Ferrari’s death send already sky- 
high prices into the stratosphere? 

Although the common wisdom has been 
that prices will rise, observers of the Fer- 
rari market have differing opinions. 

‘IT think (his death) will escalate the 
value of Ferrari automobiles even more,’’ 
said Thomas Barrett, of Barrett-Jackson Car 
Auction, Scottsdale, Ariz. ‘Although his 
sports cars have risen in value more than 
any other car his passing will undoubtedly 
cause collectors to pay even higher prices 
for ‘a piece of history.’ *’ 

California appraiser Rick Cole was pre- 
paring for an auction held five days after 
Ferrari's death at which more than a dozen 
Ferraris were scheduled to go on the block 
(see page 5 for a story filed after the auc- 
tion—this one went to press earlier). Speak- 


ing before the auction, Cole said he thought 
Ferrari’s death would have less of an impact 
on prices than did the Fiat acquisition. 

“I feel the vehicles Mr. Ferrari had a 
hand in designing, creating or racing prior 
to the Fiat acquisition of Ferrari in 1969 


will continue to rise in value,’’ he said, 


“‘with 1969 serving as a demarkation line. 
As far as his death is concerned, vehicles 
created before 1969 are more closely asso- 
ciated with Ferrari the man.”’ 

Gerald Roush, editor and publisher of 
the newsletter Ferrari Market Place, 
voiced a suspicion that prices would not 
rise much more: ‘Asking prices definitely 
will go up, but I don’t know if people will 
pay more. The escalation of prices over 
the last couple of years is what we antici- 
pated would happen after his death. 

“A stockbroker commented to me that 
the stock market anticipates actions, doesn’t 
react to them,"’ he said, *‘and that perhaps 
that is what has happened here.”’

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began preparing for Ferrari's imminent 
death. 

Enzo Ferrari spent all of his life in the Po 
Valley of north central Italy—mostly in Mo- 
dena, and partly in Turin and Milan—yet 
his name had gone round the world since he 
sent the first car which bore it to a race in 
nearby Piacenza in April 1947. Also on the 
car was what had been Enzo Ferrari's own 
racing badge since 1923, a black stallion 
rampant on a field of Modenese yellow. 
This was an adaption of the emblem of 
Francesco Baracca, a local flying hero of 
World War I. 

A month later in Rome the |.5-liter V12 
Ferrari 125 was to win. History for the Fer- 
rari name and the Prancing Black Horse had 
begun. That victory set a standard which 
other Ferrari cars proceeded to match on a 


staggering number of occasions in racing 
venues everywhere. 

In the 40 ensuing years Ferraris have 
won eight world championships in the con- 
structors’ category, contested at such venues 
as LeMans, Sebring, the Targa Florio, the 
Nurburgring. And nine world driving cham- 
pions have won their laurels at the wheel of 
a Formula One Ferrari, including America’s 
first champion, Phil Hill, in 1961. 

But successful racing cars alone cannot 
account for the phenomenon that is the Fer- 
rari name. It is—beyond racing, beyond 
everything—also famous for being famous. 

More dreams are expended on Ferraris, 
and more care—and money—lavished on 
vintage Ferraris than on any other car with 
just four decades of history. And probably 
more pictures of Ferraris are push-pinned to 
walls in designers’ studios than any other 
single car. 


Even Barbie dolls have Ferraris. 

Enzo Ferrari proudly used the title Ing. 
(for ‘‘engineer’’) before his name, but it 
was an honorary degree from the University 
of Bologna in 1960 that gave him that right 
His formal education comprised four years 
of elementary school and three years of 
trade school. 

‘| have never thought of myself as a de- 
signer or an inventor,’ Ferrari said, **but 
only one who gets things moving and keeps 
them running.”’ 

And he had a special knack for that—in- 
deed a genius for recognizing genius, and 
an ability to coordinate and direct creative 
talents. Motoring journalist Gnf Borgeson 
wrote of Ferrari as ““The Great Agitator.”’ 
And, of course, it is through agitation that 
oysters produce pearls. 

Before he started building his own cars

What former F1 drivers had to say about Enzo Ferrari 


from those who knew him. When 

Emilio Anchisi, president of Ferrari 
North America, was asked to comment on 
Ferrari’s death he said, ‘*I heard the news 
this morning (Aug. 15) on the radio that 
he has passed away Sunday and was 
buried this morning. What do you want to 
know? We could speak for a week or we 
could say nothing.”’ 

Everyone who knew Ferrari carried 
away the belief that this was an extraordi- 
nary man. Herewith some comments from 
those who knew this proud, brilliant and, 
above all, demanding man. 


Fi: Ferrari evoked powerful emotions 


Niki Lauda Three-time World Driv- 
ing Champion, Lauda won his first title 
with Ferrari in 1975. His crash at the Nur- 
burgring cost him the title in '76, but he 
won again in ‘77. Disenchanted with the 
team, cars and politics at Ferrari, he left 
for Brabham at the end of the "77 season. 

**Ferrari is capable of the most unadul- 
terated schmaltz... His imagery would run 
to ‘oaths of loyalty’ and the ‘anvil of work 
on which are forged the weapons of the 
ultimate victory...’ *’ 

*‘When Clay Regazzoni and | were test- 
driving at Fiorano, // Commendatore would 
almost invariably put in an appearance, 
often sitting there the whole day devouring 
newspaper after newspaper. The sounds of 
his cars in the background seemed to have a 
theraputic effect on him..." 

**Enzo Ferrari's behavior on the last day 


of the 1976 season (when Lauda’s deci- 
sion not to run in the Japanese GP cost 
him the driver’s title but not Ferrari the 
constructors’ title) was less than dignified. 
He reacted like any other team boss who 
sees his chance slipping away. There was 
none of the legendary Ferrari greatness 
about him. He never seemed to understand 
the anxiety felt by a driver who had been 
through a serious shunt, never gave any 
indication of wanting to go on together 
towards a new and better season. 

‘*He could only sit and read his newspa- 
pers, They reported that Lauda was yel- 
low, Lauda was scared, Lauda was fin- 
ished, Lauda was done for. 

“One morning (in 1977) I just found 
myself not feeling about Ferrari as I had in 
the past. Like painters, we drivers have an 
artistic inclination and are individualists. 
Our task is to come to the race and do 
more than normal people can manage. 

‘As far as Enzo Ferrari was concerned, 
things began to change (that) year. Politi- 
cal problems, aggravation, Italian press... 
In the past I’d have done anything he 
wanted me to do. But no more. Suddenly 
my freedom had gone...”

“T remember Mr. Ferrari was very fair 
with me at the time (end of '72 season), 
explaining that he didn’t have enough fi- 
nance to mount a serious two-car team in 
1973, but that he would be happy to have 
me back if the situation changed. When 
the offer to return ... arose for 1974, I ob- 
viously snatched it up immediately.”’ 


Alan Henry Motor racing journalist 
and Grand Prix correspondent for Motor- 
ing News, Henry is author of Ferrari, The 
Grand Prix Cars. 

“One of the reasons why Ferrari irn- 
tates so many of his rivals is because of 
this groundswell of enthusiasm for his 
cars, his attitudes and his racing exploits 
which transcends the political machina- 
tions of the moment. 

“I accept that it’s possible Ferrari could 
win more races if he didn’t adopt such a 
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Ferrari had been in the racing division of 
Alfa Romeo, both in Milan and—after re- 
turning home to Modena for good in 1939 
—running Scuderia (Team) Ferrari as a 
semi-independent racing arm of Alfa. 

The list of great names in automotive de- 
sign that Ferrari drew to him includes such 
innovative thinkers and problem-solvers as 
Luigi Bazzi, Gioacchino Columbo, Vittorio 
Jano, Aurelio Lampredi, and Carlo Chiti. 

Ferrari shared with most Italians a partial- 
ity for engines, as opposed, say, to chassis 
refinements. He once said: ‘‘I build engines 
and put wheels on them.’’ Let the outland- 
ish little British cars scuttle around the turns 
more quickly, the strong red cars would 
blast by them on the straights. This was a 
philosophy blessed with more fortune in 
some seasons than in others. (The years 
since Ferrari’s last constructors’ champion- 
ship in 1983 have found it wanting; the last 


mercenary dog-eat-dog approach to his driv- 
ers, if he didn’t fall out with the key people 
in his team at crucial moments. But to take 
away this endearing, if irritating, eccentric- 
ity would be to destroy part of the legend.”’ 


John Surtees A World Champion 
(1964), Surtees drove for Ferrari from 
1963 to 1966. In 1970 he formed his own 
FI team which competed through 1978. 

“Some pretty bloody awful things went 
on at Ferrari while I was there. But per- 
haps it’s a sad reflection on motorsport, 
since as I have had a team of my own and 
begun dealing with drivers, I can now un- 
derstand many things which were a mys- 
tery to me when I was at Ferrari. I can see 
them in a different light—and frankly, 
they weren’t all decisions which Ferrari 
wanted to make or indeed, did make. 

“Of all the times in racing, I’ve had 
probably the lowest of my experiences, 
relative to morale, with Ferrari, and I’ve 
also enjoyed the highest moments. It’s 
probably the only association that I look 
back on in the car racing world with any 
warmth. The rest of it I would like to 
blank out of my mind.”’ 


Derek Bell The last Englishman to 
drive for Ferrari, Bell raced for him in 
1968, then later for McLaren, Brabham 
and Surtees before leaving Fl to compete 
in the World Sports Car Championships, 
winning LeMans five times. 

“I suppose, on reflection, once I had 
been to Ferrari and tasted Formula One, in 
some ways I had reached the peak of my 
single-seater career. As Ferrari said in 1971, 
when somebody asked him why he didn’t 
try me again, ‘I never re-warm cold soup.’ 

‘‘That was a pretty crushing remark, 
really, but I suppose it was a fair com- 
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Ferrari driver to win the Formula One 
championship was Jody Schecter in 1979.) 

And with the powerful engines has en- 
dured Ferrari’s reputation for strength in 
construction. Though over the years a num- 
ber of drivers have been killed in Ferraris, 
flimsy structure or careless maintenance 
have not been factors. As Luigi Chinetti, 
long representative of the Ferrari name in 
the U.S., once told Phil Hill: **With Ferrari 
you have not to worry—you get in, you 
drive, you win.”’ 

For all of its success and its reputation, 
Ferrari cars have rarely been on the cutting 
edge of technology. Ferrari himself fought 
vigorously against rear-engined cars, declar- 
ing: ‘“The horse pulls the cart and does not 
push it.’” But when John Cooper and Colin 
Chapman in England began darting to vic- 
tory ahead of the front-engined red cars 
from Maranello, Enzo agreed to let his engi- 


ment. It brought home the fact that I’d 
briefly touched the pinnacle of the sport 
and then tumbled down again."’ 


Juan Fangio The five-time World 
Driving Champion reflected on his 1956 
season with Ferrari, the season Fangio 
won his fourth World Championship. 
““Ferrari was a hard man. His team 
raced in every category and his drivers 
drove always for him. He wanted victory 
primarily for his cars and this suited my 
attitude, because I never raced solely for 
myself, but for the team as a whole.”” 


Jody Scheckter World Champion 
in 1979, Scheckter began his Fl career in 
1972, drove for Ferrari for two years 
(1979-80), and then retired. 

“T started off by thinking like most 
young racers that getting into any Grand 
Prix car would be something of an achieve- 
ment. Then, suddenly I began to think se- 
lectively for the first time. There were good 
teams and bad teams; there were ordinary 
teams and there were magic teams. It 
wasn’t very long before I decided that Fer- 
rari was the most ‘magic’ of all. 

“Ferrari, even for a hard-bitten driver, 
has a rather special charisma about it. The 
people who work at Ferrari, both in the 
racing shop and in the factory, have a spe- 
cial sense of purpose about them. They give 
the impression of caring more about their 
job and their product than any other group 
of people I’ve met. Their devotion to their 
work and their cars is almost a religion. 

‘Before I joined the team, Enzo Ferrari 
said very little to me in terms of persua- 
sion. One thing he did say very simply 
was, join me and I will make you cham- 
pion of the world. I did, and he did.”’

neers move his engines to the rear. 

But somehow, though not necessarily 
first at this breakthrough or that, Ferrari 
usually came back to best those who were. 
And whether in the winner’s circle or not, 
Ferrari has long been the measure of success 
in racing. 

Among Enzo Ferrari’s childhood ambi- 
tions, being a racing driver was the one at 
which he had the most success, winning 
many times, though the events were rarely 
of the first order. But even if he were not 
himself a front-rank driver, he associated 
with them. At Alfa Romeo his teammate 
was Tazio Nuvolari, who by the judgment 
of many, including Ferrari’s own, was the 
best the world has yet to see. 

Ferrari’s enthrallment with the showy 
brilliance, the dazzling skill of Nuvolari was 
with him all his life. His was a quest to find 
another Tazio, and he judged all team driver 
candidates by how closely they emulated 
Nuvolari’s compelling brio. 

This preference blinded Ferrari to the 
value of the smooth, more calculated driv- 
ing styles exemplified by Achile Varzi and, 
in particular, by five-time world champion 
Juan Manuel Fangio. And it made the word 
“‘reliable’’ distasteful to Ferrari in spite of 
his recognition of its importance. 

It also blinded him to the shortcomings of 
the blazingly fast, charismatic young 
French-Canadian, Gilles Villeneuve. Ville- 
neuve could do things with race cars per- 
haps no one else had since Nuvolari, but, 
alas, he was brutally hard on equipment. 
And he died agonizingly young—at the age 
of 30 in practice for the Grand Prix of Bel- 
gium in May 1982. 

As a child Ferrari had also longed to be 
an opera singer, but (by his own admission) 
having “‘neither voice nor ear’’ deterred 
him. Nonetheless, throughout his life he 
harbored the soul of a tenor, a tenor’s clas- 
sic disposition, and a tenor’s flair for 
drama 


And drama on an operatic scale was 
never far from him. 

When he was 18, Ferrari’s father and 
older brother died within a few months of 
each other. This left him with a welling 
loneliness he referred to frequently. An- 
guish again seized him when his son, Dino, 
the only child of his marriage to Laura Fer- 
rari, died at 24 after a long history of 
chronic illness. That was in 1956. Ferrari 
mourned his loss abundantly. He built a 
chapel dedicated to his son to which he paid 
daily visits. 

In 1978, after his wife’s death, Ferrari 
acknowledged his second son, Piero Lardi 
Ferrari, now 43. The younger Ferrari is 
vice president of Ferrari and owns 10 per- 
cent interest in it. 

Enzo Ferrari owned 39 percent of the 
company that bore his name; Pininfarina, 
designer and coachbuilder, 1 percent; and 
Fiat, Italy’s automotive giant, 50 percent. 
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Fiat came into the picture in 1969 when 
Ferrari sought financing to help him build 
enough production models to homologate 
his race cars. 

Now with Enzo Ferrari's death, Fiat is in 
line to acquire his 39 percent and make 
complete the control it has been insinuating 
over the Maranello company since Ferrari 
first went to Turin for assistance. 

And thus will end what some people 
choose to dramatize as a Faustian bargain. 
And thus also is rendered moot the ques- 
tions concerning Enzo Ferrari's relationship 
with Fiat, one ornamented with ambiva- 
lence. Again, a theme of operatic propor- 
tions. Fiat was Enzo Ferrari's nemesis, his 


savior and his woe. 

And now his heir. 

As a 20-year-old fresh out of the service 
he had gone to Fiat with an introductory 
letter from his colonel. But no job was there 
for him. The young Enzo apparently took 
personally the shortage of employment op- 
portunities at Fiat in 1918 and used the 
energy of vengeance as his propelling force. 

Thus, years later at Alfa Romeo, he de- 
lighted in being instrumental in luring away 
from Fiat, among others, Luigi Bazzi and 
Vittorio Jano. Jano was to design the P2, 
and Bazzi the Bimotore, critical contribu- 
tions to Alfa’s racing supremacy in the 
decade to follow. And to Fiat’s retirement 


from competition. (Enzo Ferrari was also to 
be instrumental in Alfa’s giving up racing in 
1951 when a Ferrari beat the Alfettas at 
Silverstone in England.) 

Enzo Ferrari was a complicated man, an 
interesting man, Keen-minded, formidable, 
unyielding, theatrical. Much honored in his 
lifetime—he was also qualified to be called 
Commendatore and Cavaliere—he will be 
further honored in death. A statue of him is 
planned for his home town of Modena. 

But he could be no more profoundly hon- 
ored than to have his name flash by on a 
splendid machine with an animalistic roar, 
snapping heads in its wake.

ompare him to Buonarotti, to Rustici, to Da Vinci. A 20th 
century sculptore, Enzo Ferrari’s cars have won just about 


everything there is to win. 


As of January 1988, the Scuderia Ferrari counts among its 
Formula One records nine Drivers World Championships, eight 
Constructors Championships, the most GP points (1439), most GP 
wins (93), most fastest laps (103), most GPs contested (424) and 
is second to Team Lotus in pole positions (107 to 106). 

Ferrari has seven Targa Florio victories, eight Mille Miglia 
wins, and nine times has bested the hours, the elements and the 
competition at LeMans. The only major race without a Ferrari on 


the winner's roster is the Indianapolis 500.

sedans and sports cars have decreased 

with the production of ever more capa- 
ble and sophisticated family cars, Europe’s 
smaller manufacturers have adopted more 
aggressive strategies for the next decade. 

The current theory is to continue the tra- 
ditions of quality and exclusivity, but to 
combine the best of the past with as much 
current technology as is deemed feasible— 
or, in some cases, possible. Simply having 
a Porsche or Aston Martin nameplate is no 
longer enough to sell the product. 

Some of the firms discussed below are 
realigning and seeking different buyers 
through new products; some are continuing 
their successful ways. One is entirely new 
to these shores. All must provide something 
unique and something valued if they are to 
overcome the dual threats provided by com- 
petition from hot sedans and international 
exchange rates.

Aston Martin 

Ford now controls Britain’s old supercar 
concern, which is why progress is being 
made so quickly on the all-new ‘“‘big 
Aston,’’ due for launch at Britain’s Bir- 
mingham motor show in October. 

The new car, scheduled to be built at a 
rate of six a week, has an all-new body and 
chassis of simpler, more efficient construc- 
tion than the old car (which first appeared in 
1967). The new car will, however, continue 
the tradition of hand-finished body parts, 
leather and wood trim. The body, designed 
by rising British design star John Heffernan,

Other Ferrari news concerns the next 
F40-style machine, the LeMans, rumored 
for the early °90s. The firm’s Giovanni Ra- 
zelli says the car will be the ‘culmination of 
the GTO Evoluzione and F40 projects’ and 
will herald a return to sports car racing by 
Ferrari—not with the factory operating a 
team, but with favored teams carrying the 
flag for Maranello. Details on the LeMans 
are still sketchy. 


Lamborghini 

The twenty-fifth anniversary edition of 
the Countach is about to come out. Known 
within the factory as the ‘*Mimram special’’ 
after the previous owners who sold out to 
Chrysler, the car is different rather than 
prettier. The ‘‘Mimram’’ has more scoops 
and side skirts than ever. 

It will make way next year for a model 
code-named Diablo, the Countach replace- 
ment funded by Chrysler but designed by 
Marcello Gandini, who did the first car. De- 
tails of the Diablo’s specifications are un- 
known beyond the fact that it will be mid- 
engine, but Lamborghini is unlikely to 
abandon its superb V12. The factory claim 
is that this car will be quicker than an F40. 


Lotus 

By the middle 90s Lotus, wholly owned 
by GM but fiercely independert, wants to 
have three separate model ranges—M100, 
M200 and M300. The first is a budget- 
priced two-seat convertible, due for launch 
in time for the summer of °89. It’s as small 
as the original Elan (a name it will probably 
revive) but will have front-wheel-drive, 
based on Isuzu transmission bits and 2.0- 
liter 16-valve engine, with up to 160 hp on 
tap. Lotus is believed to have designed a 
new-layout fwd system which eliminates 
having to fight torque steer. The company 
claims it could sell 7000 M100s a year, but 
wants to make only 3000, of which the ma- 
jority will come to the U.S. 

M300 comes next, a 959-style supercar 
packed with technology to show off Lotus’ 
emerging abilities as an advanced engi- 
neering consultant. This car will have active 
suspension, active four-wheel steering, pos- 
sibly four-wheel-drive (though Managing 
Director Mike Kimberley now favors a form 
of electronic traction control with 2wd) and 
a 600 hp V8 designed by Lotus. Production 
is to be 250 cars a year, and the price will 
be ‘‘very, very high.”’ 

M200, for the middle *90s, is to be 
Lotus’s answer to the Porsche 944— and 
thus the replacement for both the Esprit 
mid-engined and Excel front-engined 
models. Improved packaging and driveabi- 
lity are likely to be the priorities for this car, 
powered by a 220-250 hp engine, probably 
Japanese sourced. Tipsters say that the car 
will not be mid-engined, but will have the 
engine in the front—driving the front 
wheels if the new anti-torque steer system

works well enough. If that is not effective, 
the M200 will be rear-wheel-drive.

Porsche 


The Stuttgart company might be in diffi- 


culty with sales down almost 20 percent for 
the first half of this year (and 1987 was not 
a banner year), but it still has some superb 
cars to launch. The big news at present is 
the Carrera 4, the more expensive, more 
powerful re-engineered 911, to go with an 
uprated four-cylinder range (soon minus the 
924) based around an expanded 2.7-liter en- 
gine. These new models will be introduced 
within the next few months—quick changes 
designed to meet the present sales slump. 


Porsche’s priority for the future is to re- 


place its front-engined range with nimbler, 
lighter cars. The board is said to have de- 
cided to go with cars of the current format 
—front-engined 2+ 2s—for the next range 
upscale. The present engine range will go 
into the new cars until the middle of the 
90s. Porsche is thought to be working on a 
new, modular engine range of fours, V6s 
and V8s based around its 2.65-liter Indy 
V8. Those will power the 944 of the future. 
Engineers are also thought to be pushing 
ahead with a 928S cabriolet to meet the 
other expensive drop-tops like the new Benz 
SL, the Jaguar XJ convertible, and the mu- 
mored BMW 6-series convertible. There 
must be concern, though, that the Porsche, 
an exotic car, will have but a V8 while the 
others will have V12s. 


Reliant 


Until recently it was thought that Bri- 


tain’s Reliant, maker of curious three- 
wheelers and a nice little sports car called 
the Scimitar SS1, would go right out of the 
business of building two-seaters. The SS1 
has been unpopular because the public 
hasn’t taken to its styling. 


Now British designer William Towns, 


who did both the present Aston Martin 
coupe and the Lagonda V8 sedan, has re- 
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Dubbed Diablo by the factory, this 
is the Countach replacement.

Rolls-Royce 

Nothing happens fast at Crewe. The all- 
new Rolls—perhaps to be called Silver Ser- 
aph or Silver Haze—will not appear before 
about 1994.

It’s the first time in decades that any 
Rolls or Bentley has been truly all-new. In-

1 Corvettes, you've been going out and 
spending your money on a lot of utility 
four-wheel-drivers. That's what our ace re- 
search department tells us. 

GM has a research department of its own. 
And it tells GM that most buyers of the cor- 
poration’s quick-selling GMC S-15 Jimmy 
and Chevy S-10 Blazer, now available with a 
new 4.3-liter V6 engine option, use the vehi- 
| cles on the highway and see these 4x4s as a 
cross between a pickup truck and a small 
station wagon. Few commute through Baja. 

The criticism from the hard-core mud- 
slingers runs deep: You highwaymen are 
poseurs, they say. Buy a small wagon, they 
tell you, and leave the four-wheel-drive 
hardware to the real off-roaders. 

Nonsense, we say. 

We see no need to get defensive about 
our leaning toward good highway ma- 
chinery. Especially since we recently chose 
to set out on an ordinary road trip in GMC’s 
4.3-liter 160 hp Jimmy (mechanically iden- 
tical to Chevy’s S-10 Blazer). We found 
that even committed on-roaders will per- 
ceive this vehicle as a solution to simple, 
everyday needs like ours: chasing down 
140 mph Lancia rally cars in the woods. 

Go get ’em, Jimmy. 

While this may sound like we went 
a’thrashing through the hills in Washing- 
ton’s Olympic peninsula, where the world 
championship Olympus Rally was run (AW, 
July 4), we did not. We confined our romp- 
ing to logging trails, dirt roads and paved 
two-lane for a simple reason: *‘Bushwhack-

Real off-roaders don’t shift at 60

forever. Top speed in wooded wilderness is 
close to maybe three mph. We can hike 
faster than that. What we used the Jimmy 
for was to move quickly, from one remote 
mountaintop to another, using the fastest 
paths available, to watch fire-breathing pro- 
duction rally cars chase the clock on little- 
traveled back roads. It’s something us “‘po- 
seurs’’ like to do. You can also use a car for 
this duty. 

But the Jimmy, along with other entries 
in the sport-utility market, is a comfy vehi- 
cle to do this in. In a four-wheeler you 
never have to worry much about bottoming 
out on a dirt road the way you do in a car. 
There also is more useful ‘‘living’’ area in a 
Jimmy; i.e., it’s easier to use as a mobile 
shelter once you've reached a remote area. 
Cars are intended more for driving, less for 
sleeping, camping and sitting around. 

Getting to wild locales usually requires 
spending some time on a freeway. Ever go 
for a spin on the highway in a Mint 400 
off-roader? Ever go for a spin in a laundro- 
mat dryer? Same thing. The Jimmy’s ride 
has been tuned for the pavement. With op- 
tional Delco-Bilstein shock absorbers it only 
rarely allows its truck heritage to show on 
smooth freeway. Over potholes and big 
cracks in the road it pitches more than a 
passenger car. Still, we rank the Jimmy as 
an acceptable vehicle for a cross-country 
jaunt, not as linear in steering as Nissan’s 
Pathfinder, Jeep’s Cherokee or Isuzu's 
Trooper, but better than the Bronco IIs 
we've driven and smoother than the shorter 
Mitsubishi Montero/Dodge Raider. 

One particular trait we found is the 
Jimmy handles better on dirt in 4wd than it 
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New 4.3-liter V6 is two-thirds of 5.7-liter V8

The front 
wheels are less likely to bounce and hop in 
4wd, which you can shift into at any speed, 
a feature we took advantage of often. Only 
Jeep offers comparable shift-on-the-fly this 
year. Other four-wheelers must be traveling 
at slow speed (usually under 25 mph) to 
shift into 4wd, which makes perfect sense if 
you're bushwacking. We prefer to have the 
option available at 60 mph. 

The 4.3 is the biggest engine available in 
this class. It makes slightly less power than its 
closest rival, the 173 hp Jeep Cherokee 4.0- 
liter, but 15 hp more than the 3.0-liter V6s of 
the Nissan Pathfinder and Toyota 4Runner, 
20 hp more than Bronco II’s 2.9-liter V6 and 
51 hp more than the 2.6-liter four of Mon- 
tero/Raider. What you notice most is the abil- 
ity of the big-engined Jimmy to stay in over- 
drive fourth gear of its automatic transmission 
when you motor up freeway grades. It has 
enough torque to spin all four wheels while 
you inch up a dirt slope, too 

There’s much to be said for 4wd utlity 
vehicles and their nearly endless applica- 
tion. The formula is useful, and the evolu- 
tion of these trucks is proceeding forward as 
quickly as that of many cars. It's no wonder 
that the market is booming. But then a lot of

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commercial a friend of mine was shooting a 
number of years ago. The setting was a 
drive-in movie with Chevy pickups of all 
ages. The rule came down from Chevy in no 
uncertain terms: Show no women at the 
wheel of a pickup. A woman on TV in the 


driver’s seat might damage their truck’s 
*“*positioning’’ in the macho market. 
(Course women could buy the truck. And 
did. And do.) 

And ’course women as well as men buy 
beer, though apparently not in numbers 
great enough to be targeted by the ad folk. 

Since three of ten new cars in the U.S. 
are registered to women, some of them must 
be buying gas and oil and tires and anti- 
freeze.

Six or seven years ago when I first 
returned to attending stock car races 
after a long absence, I was struck by 
the new HisandHers-ness of the 
crowd.

—usually in replica jackets and caps 
of their favorite drivers. Everywhere 
in the stands they sat—two by two— 
like novelty salt and pepper shakers 
on a shelf.

(I automatically 
drop my g’s at a NASCAR race.) 

And sure enough some question- 
naires NASCAR circulated a few 
years ago put numbers to that 
change.

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y most accounts 

this was probably 

the last Indycar 
race to take place at 
the gruff, battle- 
scarred Pocono tri- 
oval and it was a fit- 
tingly rough, accident- 
strewn affair—yet an- 
other survival contest. 

Bobby Rahal came 
through to win his first 
race of the year and 
step suddenly into the 
PPG Cup points lead 
as the stretch run to 
the championship 
takes shape. Unable to 
get maximum boost 
through the whole 
race, Rahal and the 
Budweiser Truesports 
Lola hung on grimly to 
the favored Penske trio 
and Mario Andretti’s 
Lola. These and others 
were claimed, how- 
ever, by a series of ac- 
cidents and mechani- 
cal failures so Rahal 
came through to win, 
the Judd V8 recording its maiden Indycar 
victory while breaking Chevrolet’s 1988 un- 
beaten streak. 

Aside from Rahal’s fox-like late-summer 
appearance at the top of the points tally, this 
year’s Pocono 500 was dominated by a 
sense of relief. That was because Mario An- 
dretti emerged uninjured from his tangle 
with Dick Simon, an accident which also 
eliminated Danny Sullivan, and because 
both Arie Luyendyk and John Andretti 
emerged with relatively superficial damage 
to their extremities in a pair of nasty, indi- 
vidual accidents. And there was relief also 
that CART drivers’ representative Mario 
Andretti, double-champion Rahal and Sulli- 
van have all stood up in private to demand 
that Pocono Raceway be extensively re- 
paved, rewalled and redeveloped if there is 
ever again to be a CART race at the dis- 
tinctly dishevelled old racetrack. 

“I like the layout of this track,’’ Rahal

said. ‘‘The three different (types of) corners 
make it more interesting and enjoyable than 
most speedways. But it has to be brought up 
to the standards of the times that other 
tracks we race at are setting and maintain- 
ing. This is something that will be for the 
betterment of all drivers who race here— 
stock car drivers, Formula Fords, sports car 
racers, whatever."’ 

There is no doubt that Pocono is the 
roughest, most crude superspeedway in the 
country. And most people doubt that track 
owner Dr. Joseph Mattioli will invest the 
millions of dollars needed to achieve the 
standards sketched by Rahal. The track is a 
veritable corduroy road accentuated by fre- 
quent wows and wallows. The rusting boil- 
erplate ‘‘wall’’ is not only a very unfriendly 
barrier but also a constant source of slippery 
effluvia for the track’s surface. In all it 
makes for a very demanding track, par- 
ticularly for a 200 mph single-seater running 


with its belly oh-so- 
close to the pavement. 

Amid this challeng- 
ing setting on a de- 
lightfully pleasant, hu- 
midity-free August 
day, a rather disap- 
pointing crowd of no 
more than 40,000 
clustered almost exclu- 
sively in the grand- 
stands along the front 
straight. Those that 
were there enjoyed a 
classic, raw-edged af- 
ternoon of Indycar su- 
perspeedway racing. 

Typically, the flavor 
of the day was sig- 
naled by an early yel- 
low. Only three laps 
into the race the yel- 
low lights flicked on 
because Dick Simon 
was laying down 
smoke on his troubled 

way into the pits. Im- 
3 mediately poleman 
3 and favorite Rick 
Mears peeled out of 
line and headed for his 
pit. Mears was in trouble with his shock 
absorbers, a pressure line having partially 
chafed through allowing the pressurized 
system to deflate. After an initial investi- 
gation Mears sprinted back out before the 
pace car brought the field around. 

On the restart Arie Luyendyk crashed 
heavily in Turn Three. Luyendyk suffered 
lacerations to his feet and ankles. While 
Luyendyk was taken to CART’s medical 
center, Mears was back into the pits for 
repair of his deflating shocks. When the 
green flag waved and the race was restarted, 
Mears was left in the pits, finally rejoining 
five laps in arrears. Also in trouble at this 
time was Raul Boesel, who lost two laps 
while a broken battery was replaced. 

Meanwhile Sullivan had taken over from 
Mears, setting the pace two seconds clear 
of Andretti, Emerson Fittipaldi, A.J. Foyt, 
Al Unser, Rahal and Al Unser Jr. So it went 
through the next yellow when Phil Krueger

spun after a dozen laps under the green. 
After the restart Michael Andretti trailed

first time this year. Then came another 
yellow when Teo Fabi pulled off in the first 
turn, a rear suspension link broken. And 


then Phil Krueger crashed in Turn Two and § 


the recovering Mears ran over some of the 
debris, destroying the front of his car and 
ending his race for good. 

Also in trouble around this time was 
Fittipaldi, who had problems with his elec- 
trics, rejoining after some repair work and 
then coasting to a stop in Turn Two. After 
hooking up to a tow truck, Fittipaldi’s car 
caught fire on its way into the pits. 

The race finally settled into an unhin- 
dered run for some forty laps, through half- 
distance. During this time Al Unser estab- 
lished himself strongly at the front pursued 
hard by Andretti, Sullivan, Foyt, Rahal and 
Unser Jr. Helped by being on a different pit 
stop sequence than the rest, Foyt even led 
fourteen laps before running out of fuel and 
coasting to the pits in his most competitive 
race of the year. Ultimately, Foyt retired, 
gearbox broken. 

Before that happened, however, Andretti 
and Sullivan were eliminated in the same 
accident while running one-two. Mario was 
two seconds ahead of Danny when he tried 


to go underneath Dick Simon in Turn g 
Three. Simon admitted responsibility for the 2 


accident, saying he had looked in his mir- 
rors and seen nothing. Andretti said he had 


put two wheels into the dirt in his efforts to 3 


avoid the door-slamming veteran. It was 
too late, however, as Simon clipped An- 
dretti, knocking him into a spin and a hefty 
impact with the wall. The closely following 
Sullivan had to brake hard and also spun 
into the wall, jumping out of his car after it 
came to a stop to see if he could help Mario, 
who was dazed but uninjured. 

So it was that Al Unser again took con- 
trol of the race with only Rahal and Unser 
Jr. on the same lap. A couple of minor yel- 
lows shuffled the field, but each time Unser’s 
PC17 was able to power around Rahal and 
Unser Jr. With 25 laps to go, however, Al 
Sr.’s engine started to give out. After an ex- 
ploratory pit stop and a few additional laps he 
had to give up, oil pressure fading fast. 

In the end, therefore, it came down to 
a two-way battle between Rahal and Unser 
Jr. Both had their troubles, Rahal with a 
faulty wastegate keeping him short of boost 
and Unser’s increasingly unfashionable 
March being a real handful on the high- 
speed Pocono bumps. 

Before Rahal could score his first victory 
of the year there was a final yellow when 
John Andretti crashed explosively in the pit 
lane. Young Andretti had run well in the 
race's first half, hanging onto the leaders’ 
lap until mechanical trouble brought him 
into the pits. Late in the race, after much 
repair work, he tried to rejoin the race hop- 
ing for an elusive finish. Halfway down the 
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Simon needed some 
assistance out of car 
(right) but not as much as 
Andretti did; Roberto 
Guerrero (below) 
soldiered through the 
mess to a solid third a lap 
behind leaders, nipping 
the position away from 
fellow F1-veteran Derek 
Daly in traffic on the last 
tour of the tri-oval 


pit lane, however, a bolt fell out of the rear 
suspension and his car slewed wildly into 
the outer pit wall. 

The impact sheared engine and gearbox 
from chassis and a secondary impact tore 
off the front suspension. John was left 
strapped in the damaged monocoque lying 
in the middle of the pit lane, lucky to 
emerge with no worse than a broken bone or 
two in his left foot. 

A dozen cars were running on the final 
restart with Rahal at the front of the line and 
Unser Jr. in the Team Valvoline March at 
the tail. Try as Al Jr. did, he could make no 
impression on Rahal, despite the leader's 
fluffing, underboosted engine. 

Rahal motored home, keeping his 1988 
finishing record intact and scoring his first 
victory in ten months, not to mention taking 
the points lead. Al Jr.’s runnerup finish put 
him five points shy of Rahal and within two 
points of the non-finishing Sullivan. 

With fourth and fifth-placed champion- 
ship contenders Mears and Michael Andretti 
failing to pick up any points at Pocono, it 
looks as if this year’s championship is be- 
ginning to focus on Rahal, Sullivan and 
Unser Jr. 

‘I feel,”’ said Rahal, ‘‘that the Michigan 
and Pocono 500s are the keys to the cham- 
pionship, and we’ve never come out of 
them so good—with a first and a second. 


This has given us a good boost for the 
championship and, of course, at the next 
race (Mid-Ohio), we've traditionally done 
very well.”’ 

And as far as the effort it took to win: 
‘The car was as bad as any car I’ve had 
here at the start of the race, but we made 
some changes in the pits and for most of 
the race it handled really well. But as you 
could see on the restarts I had no power. 
A couple of times Al Sr. completely blew 
me off on restarts and one time I said to my- 
self, ‘This is my race’ and | started driving 
as hard as possible."’ 

Said Al Jr.: ‘‘There was no catching 
Bobby. On anything below half tanks my 
car was very loose. I was very slow through 
Turn Three and that made me slow all the 
way down the straightaway. But I’m happy 
to finish and get some points. After not fin- 
ishing at Michigan we really needed to fin- 
ish here.”* 

There were also some happy bit players 
at Pocono, especially Roberto Guerrero, 
who hung in there all day in the STP Grana- 
telli Lola and stole third place from Derek 
Daly on the last lap. Daly blamed Raul 
Boesel, slowed early with battery problems 
and later penalized a lap for passing the 
pace car in the pit lane, for getting in his 
way even though Boesel was a couple laps 
behind in fifth place. m

ART’s honeymoon in the Poconos is 

over. Mario Andretti, Bobby Rahal and 
Danny Sullivan made a formal proposal 
at the Pocono 500 race drivers’ meeting 
that Pocono International Raceway be ex- 
tensively repaved and rewalled if any fu- 
ture Indycar races are to take place at 2.5- 
mile tri-oval. The drivers were supported 
in their motion by CART chief steward 
Wally Dallenbach. 

Said Sullivan: ‘‘It would be nice to see 
this track do what Indianapolis is doing 
right now, which is to resurface the entire 
track. We are only asking that Pocono 
reach the same standards set by others.”’ 

Meeting those standards would be ex- 
pensive. So expensive that many observers . 
doubt that it will be done. And if that turns 
out to be the case, say the rumors that 
were making the rounds in Long Pond, 
Pa., last weekend, Pocono’s spot on the 
CART schedule will be filled by a street 
race in downtown Denver. Former SCCA 
man George Cousens has been working to 
bring an Indycar race to Denver.

Dedicated to Dad 


Davey Allison breaks his sophomore jinx with a therapeutic win

press room last Sunday at Michigan In- 

ternational Speedway, it was under 
much happier circumstances than his last 
visit. In June, Allison met the media at MIS 
to talk about the crash which only a few days 
earlier had nearly killed his father, Bobby. 
Sunday, Allison met the media at MIS to talk 
about his victory in the Champion Spark Plug 
400, That, and about his father. 

“We dedicated this race to my dad,” 
Davey said after driving the Ranier/Lundy 
Havoline Thunderbird to a 4.43-second, 
sophomore jinx-breaking victory. ‘‘He's 
making progress,’’ Davey said of his dad, 
undergoing therapy in a rehabilitation center 
near the family’s home in Alabama. 

Davey's dialog with reporters was inter- 
rupted momentarily when Winston Cup 
points leader and Champion Spark Plug run- 
nerup Rusty Wallace entered the room. *‘I 
knew where to find you,’’ Wallace said, 
offering his congratulations. *‘This has got 
to be good therapy for Bobby.”’ 

And for Bobby’s son, who a year ago 
became the first driver in Winston Cup his- 
tory to win more than one race in his rookie 
season. Davey started the ‘87 season on the 


W hen Davey Allison entered the infield 
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front row at Daytona and finished with five 
poles and victories at Talladega and Dover. 

But that was last year. This year there 
have been injuries to his father and to family 
friend Neil Bonnett (“‘he’s halfway between 
an uncle and a brother to me,"’ Davey said); 
“that, and everyone talking about that dad- 
gum sophomore jinx.”’ 

Combine engine problems, tire troubles 
and driver error, and the rookie wonder 
wondered if he'd become the sophomore 
blunder. Wondered, that is, until last week. 

Allison was fastest in practice Friday. Sat- 
urday, he turned to chassisman Tony Price 
and said **Tony, I’ve got that feeling again.”’ 

“It’s been a long time since I've had that 
feeling,’’ Allison said, recalling the cold 
chills of premonition he had before each of 
his victories last year. In fact the feeling 
became so strong as the weekend pro- 
gressed, Allison felt so confident he strug- 
gled to ‘‘calm down,”’ at one point climbing 
into his car and writing ‘Think, Dummy" 
on his dashboard. 

Allison was fourth fastest in qualifying 
and was among 10 drivers exceeding the 
track record. “‘The CART race (here two 
weeks ago) put a lot of rubber down and 


made the track slower,”’ said Bill Elliott, 
who put Harry Melling’s Coors/Motorcraft 
T-Bird on the pole at 174.940 mph. *‘But 
the (recent) rain got the oil off and it’s been 
cooler and Goodyear came out with a new 
tire. Put that all together,’’ and you have a 
fast field with not quite a second separating 
Elliott’s car from Chad Little's back in the 
17th row. Things are so balanced, in fact, 
that Allison was the 13th driver to win a 
Winston Cup race this season. 

It took him only three laps to soar into 
second place. He and Elliott then staged a 
nose-to-tail, side-to-side show until the first 
round of pit stops. After the stops (Elliott 
taking longer to change four tires while most 
teams changed only outside wheels), it was 
Davey and Dale Earnhardt leading the field. 

*“We weren't going to take any unneces- 
sary chances early in the race,’’ Allison said. 
“Tt was fun to get out there and race with 
those guys. But we didn’t want to punish the 
car. We knew we were going to be fast at the 
end. We had a real good set of tires in the 
pits. We ran on them in practice yesterday 
and saved them just for that reason."’ 

Davey admitted Elliott and Earnhardt were 
very strong, but he benefitted—at last—from 
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someone else’s misfortune. A fire in the pits 
(see sidebar) forced Elliott to make an extra 
stop to have a fire tightened. Earnhardt’s car 
lost a cylinder midway through the race. 

‘Bill was awful strong,’’ Allison said, 
laughing at his understatement. ‘‘I feel like 
if we really wanted to race, get out there 
and bang into him in this grinding style of 
racing, we could have got by him. But why? 
All you do is take a chance on tearing up 
your equipment and then you're out of it for 
the end of the race. 

“Dale and I were pretty equal. We ran 
together and both of us ran hard. We could 
run side-by-side with either one of us on the 
inside or outside.”’ 

Allison filled Wallace’s mirror through 
the third quarter of the race, then overtook 
him—and pulled away—after the fiery 
chaos in the pits. While Wallace led the 
most laps, twice for a total of 75 circuits of 
the two-mile oval, Allison led the most 
times, seven for 35 laps—including the last 
22. Earnhardt led once for 39 laps, Elliott 
five times for 37 laps. 

““We had ran with Rusty the whole race, 
and when we ran Bill and Rusty down (after 
a round of pit stops) we ran some pretty fast 
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laps. We ran around 42.10 and Rusty and 
Bill were running in the 42.60-42.70 range. 
I wasn’t too worried ...”’ 

At least not about Wallace, who finished 
second in Raymond Beadle’s Kodiak Pon- 
tiac. Elliott charged back to finish third with 
Morgan Shepherd, subbing for Buddy 
Baker, fourth, Lake Speed fifth and Brett 
Bodine sixth. 

What worried Allison in the final laps 
was the sophomore jinx. 

‘That dad-gum sophomore jinx business 
went through my mind when someone spun 
over in the third turn and then when who- 
ever it was blew the engine in the first and 
second turn. By then I was far enough out

front I could back off and take it easy. I was 
hoping the caution wouldn’t come out. 
Please don’t bring the caution out.”” 

NASCAR didn’t. Although one of those 
famous ‘‘debris in the backstretch’’ cautions 
on Lap 171 ignited the fire in the pits, the 
green flag continued to show when Dana 
Patten spun on Lap 193 and when Ricky 
Rudd's engine blew on Lap 197. 

NASCAR vice president Les Richter 
called them ‘‘balls and strikes (judgment) 
calls.’"" He and NASCAR president Bill 
France Jr. explained that they kept the cau- 
tion flag furled because Patten’s spin not 
only happened well away from the leaders 
but he also was able to keep his car going

and drove back to the pits. The track, 
they said, stayed clean—and green— 
through Rudd’s incident because his car 
didn’t dump its oil. 

‘There's an awful lot of luck that goes on 
and some of us get tangled up in back luck 
every once in a while; I know I’ve had my 
share this year,’’ Allison said. ‘‘We’ve had 
every kind of problem you can think of this 
year. Today I had all sorts of thoughts going 
through my head.” 

Among them were thoughts of his jinx- 
breaking victory—and at a track-record 
156.863 mph, breaking (by exactly 2 mph) 
the mark set by Darrell Waltrip in this race 
in 1984—and, of course, of his father. 

“*T think this is what it takes to get back 
on the winning track and get the momentum 
turned around for next year,’’ Davey said. 

While Allison looks forward to next year, 
both for his own racing and his father’s re-

But as Brett Bodine slowed to enter 
his pits, his car was hit from behind by a 
car driven by Eddie Bierschwale. The 
incident spun Bodine’s car halfway around 
and ignited chaos. 

In the pit next to Bodine’s, Gerald Oak- 
ley was coming over the wall to refill 
the Piedmont Airlines Oldsmobile. In the 
commotion, fuel apparently spilled out of 
Oakley’s gas can and was ignited when it 
splashed against the car’s hot exhaust pipes. 

A trail of fire followed Oakley as he 
tried to escape back across the pit wall, 
his sleeve aflame. 

But because of his safety suit, Oakley 
only suffered third-degree burns to his left 
wrist. He was taken from the infield hos- 
pital at MIS to a nearby airport, then flown 
to University Memorial Hospital in Chapel

In the panic, two MIS firefighters were 
slightly injured; one when his cheek was 
burned, the other when he was knocked 
down, bruising his back. A cameraman 
also fell and sustained bruises and scrapes. 

Though neither he nor any of his crew- 
men was injured, the fire also affected Bill 
Elliott, the pole-sitter who was seeking his 
seventh victory in his last 10 Winston Cup 
races at MIS. Because of the general 
state of panic, Elliott’s jackman released 
the car too quickly. The car coming down 
off the jack is the signal to Elliott to re- 
sume racing. But the pit stop hadn’t been 
completed and Elliott had to return to 
the pits a lap later to have the lug nuts 
tightened on his left-front tire. Elliott thus 
returned to the track far back in the field 
instead of resuming his place among the 
leaders. He eventually charged back to 
finish third.

We had a good run (com- 
ing from well behind to finish right behind 
Wallace), I thought we had the car that 
could win, but Davey was strong. Now | 
we'll never know.”’ 

Nor will there be much time to think about 
what might have been. You see, the Winston 
Cup is in something of a stretch run: nine 
races in nine weeks. There was Watkins Glen | 
and MIS. Next is Bristol. Then Darlington, 
Richmond, Dover, Martinsville, North Wil- 
kesboro and Charlotte. 

‘**We'll never know,"’ Elliott said of the 
race at MIS. But by Charlotte, we should all 
know plenty. @

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A formula for the future? 
Funny cars but serious sport 


Charlotte promoter sees international Super Bowl of speed 
blending Formula One glamour, Winston Cup excitement

umpy Wheeler's 
ee were nearly 

neon as he shared 
the scenario: Imagine, 
it’s the last lap of the 
race, and a driver from 
the Soviet Union, driv- $ 
ing a race car built be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, 5 
leads the way into the 8 
first turn. Hard by one 
fender is a car driven 
by Australia’s Terri 
Sawyer, one of several 
young women making 
their marks in motor- 
sports. Brushing paint 
against paint on the 
other side of the Soviet 
is Willy T. Ribbs. And 
filling the Russian’s 
rearview mirror is Dale 
Earnhardt. 

Talk about potential 
for a dramatic finish. 
Talk about a race pro- 
moter’s dream. And 
since Wheeler pro- 
motes the races at 
Charlotte Motor Speed- 
way, naturally that’s 
the setting. But that 
wouldn’t be the only 
setting. Wheeler sees 
such an international 
extravaganza devel- 
oping into a five- or 
six-race series with 
500-mile Super(speedway) Bowls not only 
at Charlotte but in Japan, Australia, Europe 
and the Soviet Union. 

*‘Here’s what’s got to happen,’’ said 
Wheeler, Charlotte speedway president and 
primo promoter of motorsports. ‘‘If we 
could combine the glamour of Formula One 
racing with the intense competition, the 
close racing and color of NASCAR, we 
would have the ultimate in racing. But to 
do that a lot of things have to change.”’ 

First, some background—even a little 
back into the future. ‘‘Back in the ‘60s, 
when I was with Firestone and very in- 
volved with Indianapolis and somewhat 
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with Formula One, rear-engine cars came 
into being (in these open-wheel series),”’ 
Wheeler said. ‘“‘Around *65 or ’66, there 
was a movement to have Formula Libre, a 
unification of Formula One rules and USAC 
rules. There also was a lot of movement of 
drivers with FIA licenses,’’ with folks with 
as diverse backgrounds as Bobby Allison 
and Jimmy Clark, Cale Yarborough and 
Jackie Stewart, driving at Indianapolis. 

‘But all of a sudden we got into ground 
effects, and CART came along and we got 
away from that and it was a tragedy for 
racing.’’ However, Wheeler sees signs of 
the tragedy taking a dramatic turn. 


‘Creating drama, that’s what race pro- | 
motion is all about,’’ said the man consid- | 
ered among the best in the promotion of that 
drama. ‘‘Where’s the driving force? You’ve 
got to have a driving force to put it to- 
gether ... It’s going to take a catalyst to do 
these things.”’ 

Believe it or not, that catalyst may be not 
CART or NASCAR or FISA, but IMSA.

A Southern-style stock 
car oval opened in Feb- 
ruary in Australia. Rep- 
resentatives of the So- 
viet Union have been in 
touch with Wheeler 
about possible plans for 
a track there. He 
wouldn’t be surprised if 
Japan comes calling. 

‘*Another thing is 
this, and this is ex- 
tremely important,’’ 
Wheeler said. ‘*You'd 
be amazed at the num- 
ber of young race driv- 
ers who come to Char- 
lotte, hot, young 
(American) drivers, 
maybe from road rac- 
ing, sprint cars or 
Super Vees, whatever, 
and they’re thinking 
about stock car racing 
(instead of Indycars). 
This didn’t happen 10 
years ago. But they're 
at a crossroads. What’s making them do 
this? No. 1 is money, but very close to No. 
1 is safety. This (stock car racing) is the 
safest form (of racing). And there’s longev- 
ity (with drivers competing into their 50s). 
No driver ever wants to retire.”’

‘“*(IMSA founder and president/treasurer)

carrying a body that resembles, in an exotic 
sort of way, a production car. *‘Look what it 
did for drag racing; it saved drag racing,”’ 
Wheeler said. ‘‘Almost a GTO car, but with 
(the safety of) a NASCAR roll cage (rather 
than doors that open and close), running on 
superspeedways.”” 

Perhaps 10 years into the future, Wheeler 
sees NASCAR stockers, IMSA’s GTO-type 
sporty production-based cars and the Procar 
sedans coming together for a $3 million, 
500-mile race, the first 250 miles on Char- 
lotte’s road course, a 30-minute break for 
adjustments, then the final 250 miles around 
the oval. 

‘‘Look at the kind of race you could 
have, with the top Formula One, stock car, 
Indycar and IMSA drivers on one venue,”’ 
Wheeler said. 

‘I believe that right here in Charlotte, if 
we had a truly international field of drivers, 
driving an international field of cars, and if 
we had the seats, that if we couldn't sell 
300,000 tickets, I'd have to quit."

look like in 10 years? One leading en- 
gineer thinks they may not look much dif- 
ferent than they do today. 

“The cars are so very specifically de- 
fined by the rules,”’ said Tony Cicale of 
the Newman/Haas racing team. ““The gen- 
eral layout of the entire car is really de- 
fined by the rulebook and this is why the 
March looks so much like the Lola, and 
why the Porsche (the German company’s 
own chassis which it raced late last sea- 
son), which looks very different than the 
two other cars, doesn’t work so well.”’ 

Changes in open-wheel design, Cicale 
said, evolve slowly: ‘We try to plan on a 
long-term basis, and to a degree we do 
that, but nothing like 10 or five or even 
two years ahead. It really comes down to a 
question of, does it work here, today, 
under these conditions? 

“*But the most important thing in trying 
to look into the future is that the cars will 
continue to be defined very specifically by 
the rules, and I don’t see that general 
framework changing very dramatically. I 
don’t think there are going to be any great 
breakthroughs in aerodynamics. We've 
come a long way in the last few years and 
now we're starting to look at details. 
Sometime fairly soon I think we’re going 
to look at the effects of cars running be- 
hind each other and running beside walls.

Japanese automakers 
rally ’round Olympus

apanese manufacturers apparently are ral- 

lying behind America’s Olympus Rally. 
Olympus had been seen to be in jeopardy 
because of the small number of entries it 
attracts. It was reported in Europe that if 
there were another year of short fields, an 
Australian event might take Olympus’s 
place on the international schedule. In 1989, 
FISA plans to reduce the number of events 
offering manufacturers’ championship 
points from 11 to 10. The full World Rally 
Championship will include 13 events, three 
offering points only to drivers. 

It now seems the Japanese are insisting 
that Olympus maintain its full manufactur- 
ers’ points status because of the value of the 
American market to Japan's automakers 
Mitsubishi, Nissan, Mazda and Toyota plan 
significant rally efforts in '89, with Toyota 
hiring people from Lancia, Audi and Peu- 
geot in anticipation of a serious bid for the 
world championship. 

Perhaps more likely than the elimination 
of Olympus would be the demotion of Swe- 
den, which clashes with Paris-Dakar, from 
manufacturers’ to drivers’ points status. 

According to Autosport, the British mo- 
torsports weekly, the 1989 WRC schedule 
will be: Jan. 5-6, Sweden; Jan. 20-27, 
Monte Carlo; Feb. 28-March 5, Portugal; 
March 25-30, Safari; April 21-27, Corsica, 
May 27-June 1, Acropolis; June 22-27, 
Olympus; July 13-16, New Zealand; Aug. 
2-6, Argentina; Aug. 23-27, 1000 Lakes 
(Finland); Sept. 25-30, Ivory Coast; Oct. 
8-14, San Remo; Oct. 19-23, RAC (Great

Czech this, Soviets are on track 


Possibility of three F1 sites behind the Iron Curtain 


stonia’s fame as a hotbed of motorsports 

(AW, March 21) will spread with news of 
the revelation that the Soviet Union plans to 
build an international racing circuit at the 
resort town of Tallinn. 

There has been talk about a Soviet Grand 
Prix being held as a street race in Moscow. 
Instead, such a race more likely would be 
held—perhaps as soon as 1991—in the 
coastal community 30 miles south of Hel- 
sinki, Finland. 

Interest behind the Iron Curtain in auto 
racing is growing, in large part because of 
the success of the Hungarian Grand Prix in 
attracting tourist dollars. The Hungarians 
are negotiating to extend their contract with 
FISA until 1995, and the Czechs want a 
race at their Brno circuit in 1991. 

Tallinn recently showcased its ability to 


efore taking to Michigan International

1970 King Cobra 


A sole survivor from the dawn of the Age of Aerodynamics

Grand National race in 1949 with his 

Lincoln, the words ‘‘coefficient of 
drag’’ were not tossed around much. Power 
was all. To go faster, build more motor. 

This theory worked fine—for a while. By 
the time NASCAR ran its last beach race in

Mopars’ slipperiness. When the superiority of 
the new Fords and Mercurys became ap- 
parent, Dodge produced the winged and 
beaked Daytonas at midseason in 1969. It 
was too little too late, and David Pearson 
seized the GN title with his Holman & 
Moody Talladega. The aero battle was on. 

With back-to-back championships under 
his belt (Pearson also won the title in '68), 
Ford’s racing chief Jacque Passino should 
have been a happy man, especially with his 
seduction of Richard Petty into the Ford 
fold. But Ford was committed to a two-year 
redesign plan—and the new Torino was 
larger, with a huge grille opening. 

Passino asked Larry Shinoda to redesign 
the unpromising snout of the new-for-'70 
Fairlanes. Working with designers Chuck 
Mountain and Ed Hall, Shinoda created the 
King Cobra. The new front clip plunged 
steeply in an arc from the windscreen to the 
ribbon-thin bumper. The resulting snout was 
fully eight and a half inches longer than a 
stock 1970 Torino. 

The rest of the King Cobra’s design was 
pure Torino Cobra. This was both good and 
bad, including the new-for-'70 concave 


yawed sickeningly in the corners. Banjo 
Matthews reports that the car's best lap 
times were 20 mph below the blistering 
199.985 that Chargin’ Charlie Glotzbach 
had cranked out in his Daytona to sit on the 
pole of the inaugural °69 Talladega race— 
and fully 10 mph slower than the previous 
year’s racing Talladegas. 

Word of the new car's flaw reached the 
folks in Ford’s Dearborn ‘‘Glass House"’ 
just as the decision was being made to cut 
back corporate racing efforts on all fronts. 

The King Cobra racing program died 
swiftly, and Ford teams were left with the 
choice between new stock *70 Fairlanes or 
the proven Talladegas and Spoiler IIs 
(which many drivers reverted to by midsea- 
son). Richard Petty, whose team had al- 
ready started work on a No. 43 King Cobra, 
quickly signed with Plymouth and ran a Su- 
perbird during the 1970 season. 

The one roadworthy King Cobra was 
being used by executives (until a planned 
date with the crusher—common fate of 
failed R&D efforts) when Bud Moore made 
a trip to Dearborn to settle up accounts on 
his Ford-sponsored *70 SCCA Trans-Am

The King 
Cobra program was stillborn due to design 
flaws and powers beyond its control, but the 
one surviving King Cobra is a testament to 
what might have been—and what stock car 
racing was circa 1970.
